The Bermuda Istands are only twenty 
sqjare tiles, about one-fourth the size 
of Staten Island, but | venture to think 
that there & no group in any ocean so 
small which has played so OOTSPICHONTS a 
part on the world’s stage as the Ber- 
miudas. They form a microcosm, the 
catastrophes, the vicissitudes, the political, 
econonne, at religiius controversies, and 
the development of whose people, os a 
solitary wut, far out ta sea, reflect mech 
of the world history of the English- 
speaking peoples. 

And, first, what are they? and where

are they? The answers to these geo 
graphical questions will explain much of

The Bertidas area group of whit are 
said to be 365 islands (one for ¢very day 
in the year) m north latitude 32 degrees 
and west longitude bg degrees, There are 
only five itriportant islinids, and the whole 
group are so close together that those 
capable of use are united by bridges anil 
(CAUSE WAYS, sO ms to give to the sojourner 
in his drives the Impression that they are 
hut one tland, with large mndenting “hays 
and inlets:

The islands are nearly 690 miles from 
Cape Hatteras, the nenrest moinland;

from Halifax (see map, page 2).

The birds, espectalhy the arpuatic spre 
C1¢5, afe Minreros, 283 species visiting 
the islands yearly, Many varieties were 
much more i evelenee when the tstands 
were discovered than naw. ‘Their num 
her, thetrr tameness, the Pret supply ref 
fool meat and egos they furnished, as a 
source of toml, formed ane theme of the 
rosy Accounts which were circulated about 
the islands in the early years of therr his- 
tory. Titforts were tinde ta preserve the 
moat wsefil, tat fatled, 

There are no mere snakes in Hernia 
than there are in Trelind. Ther have a 
bizare and seme varieties of turtle, but 
that is all of the reptile life. 

The turtles mist in old times have been 
of hoge size; one, it was sal, was lorre 
enough to sive a good meal from its meat 


to hfty men, and the e¢es and the oil of 
such monsters were equally useful. ‘There 
are turtles there still, but they have been 
discouraged in their expansive amlbitwns 
and do not furtish forth a marriage feast 
as generously asim the dawn of erviliza- 
tina tn that htthe community. 

The Bermudas are the land of adopted 
nativity, They are most hospitable to 
new varieties of life. Same enterprising

In the three centuries of the history of 
Bermuda, there are many references to 
hurricanes and ternadecs; and) while, tf 
the record of that lony period is analyzed. 
it maw not develog a really frequent re- 
currence of these ebullitions of matire, 
Rermticda in her early histery secured in 
the estimate of the world rather an un- 
envinble reputation for being the center 
of powerful hurricanes. 

Sir Walter Raleigh, writing in 1387, 
spenks of the Bernas as “a hellish Sei. 
for thunder, fightning, and storm.” The 
truth is, Bermuda was born imta the his- 
tary of the world because of the wrecks 
which were strewn on her dangerous 
reefs mm storms, which blinded the mmari- 
ners or took them out af thetr course, 

There is something in the discomfort 
of passengers from New York to. Ber- 
moda and return which makes them think 
that times have not changed since the 
days of Sir Walter Raleigh. 

The iskands were discovered ty Ivan 
Bermudes. a Spaniard, within Jess than a 
qunrter of a century after Colamims dis- 
covered American, Bermudez could) net 
help discovering them, because the wis 
wrecked on them. A tiumber of he age he 
had on board escaped, settled m the 
slams, and mulopted, 


Hetreta, a Spaniard, is authority for 


the visit of Bermudez before 1515. and he 
it is whe gave the islands the name, 


begin Kermudian history, 


Ovieds, a Spanish: writer, was with 
Camelo, who tried to Jand on the islands 
it the mddle of the sixteenth century, 
hit failed ard sailed away. 

In S04. an Enelishiman named May 
was ona French ship, the erew of which, 
after having escaped the Bermudas, as 
they thought, iste] on getting drumk 
to celebrate and landed on top of the 
rocts, 

MJay gives an account of the difficulties 
they met, He says that the Spanish hngs 
were there, lit they were evidently thin- 
ner than the traditional razor-back, for 
he complains that they had no meat on 
them. A diet of juniper berries would 
tet seem to dake for tenderloin, sides, or. 
hacon. 

After five months’ stay, May and his 
companions, who had exeaped from the 
wreck, ultimately made their way in a 
small beat from the islands to Cape 
Grete am ten dava. 

Captain John Smith mentions other 
wrecks, but these are enongh to explain 
why the Bermudas were called the Isles 
of Devils. 


SK GEBHGE SOMERS WRECKED ON THE 
ISLANDS 


In 1609 came the wreck which really 
Sir Gorge 
Soners wis ancadmiral and a brave old 
salt. Sar Thomas Gates was a soldier. 
They were among the grantees of the 
chanter for Virginia. They embarked in 
a fleet of seven vessels and two pinnaces, 
which in this fateful year set sail from 
England for Jatnestown, Virginia, there 
to feed‘and remtforce the weak and fam- 
ishing colony that had established itself: 
two veats before, 

After sailing in company for a con- 
siderable period, they met a furious 
storm and were separated. The Sea Pen 
ture, upon which were Somers and Gates, 
sprung a leak, which constant pumping 
cord niet st 

‘The Admiral did all that mn conld do 
at the helm and in commanil, but the sea 
was too much forthe vessel. While she 
was in extromis, Somers sighted land and 
directed the slowly sinking hulk into the 
rocky banks of Bermuda. She did not 
sink or breale up, becawse the wind drove 
her between two rocks, where she stuck 
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fast antl from her deck were then safely 
landed the whole ship's company of 150. 

Somers was a man of herote type. 
Fuller said of him: “This George Som- 
ers was a lamboon the land, 40 potent 
that few could anger him, utd (aus 17 on 
entering a ship he had assimed a new 
nature) a lion at sea, so passionate that 
few could please him,” 

ney remained in the 
months. 

Somers aml Gates divided the company 
into two parties, who lived apart, and 
there wis some friction as to: authority, 
Among Somers’ men were lazy recalet 
trants, who did not wish to do the work 
and ron the risk involved in going on to 
Virginia. Bermuda was good enough for 
them, anc: two of them ch hide and re- 
main in the islands. _ 

Each party built a pinnace, and finally, 
under Somers’ leadership, they satled 
together, all but the two already men- 
tioned, for Virginia, ‘The pininaces were 
yo feet and 2y feet long, respectively, 
‘and in these they set out and reached 
Jamestown, where they found a famine. 
Fortunately, a day or two after their 
atoival, Lord Dela Warte, as Governor, 
arrived with a cargo of provisions and 
the colony wis Eel

Zeeks DIES ON THE [SLANT 


Semers reported thar “the Bermooda 
is the most plentiful place that | ever 
came to for fishe, hogge and fowle” He 
said further: “"These islands have ever 
been accounted as an enchanted pile of 
rocks and « desert hahitanon for devils; 
but all the fairies of the rocks were hut 
flocks. of birds, and all the devils. that 
haunted the woods but heards of swine.” 

His report suggested to the colonists 
that it would be a great hoon ta then if a 
cargo of these hogs could be brought to 
Virginia, Sa Somers, good and brave 
man ashe was, volunteered to go hack to 
the islands for the purpose, and set forth 
in the pinnace which had brought him te 
Jamestown, | 

He reached the islands, but his libors 
had undermined his Ieatth, and he died 
in Bermuda shortly afterward, Fis heart 
was buried there, but tis beady, was taken 
by his companions, headed by his nephew, 
to England, A monument was set up to 
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his memicy m Bermuda The islands 
were named after him in the charter sub- 
aequentiy issued, Hut the name of the 
original Spanish discoverer has persisted. 

The two men who bad remained om 
the islinds while Somers went to Vir- 
Pitta, wert able te live there until Somers’ 
return, and when his nephew and the 
crew took his body home, a third de- 
sertedd and jomed the other two, They 
soon quarreled and! two of them were 
only prevented from) killing each other 
m oa duel by the third's hidmg the 
Washington Irving, whose travels tool 
him to Bermuda, celebrates this trium- 
virate in a short story be called “The 
Three Kings of Bermuda.” 


POSSE THE SCENE OF SHAKUSPEAME'S 
“TEMPEST” 


Somers was accompanied on these tips 
by two men, Sil Jourdan and William 
Strachey, who wrote and published ac- 
cannts of the storm, the wreck, and of the 
marvels of the ishmuds. 

Jemrdan’s book. was published in Fmg- 
land in 1610, William Strachey went to 
England in that year and settled in 
Blackfriars, where Shakespeare then was 
living. ao | 
Shakespeare published his play of “The 
Tempest’ some tome not Inter than 1614, 
probably as carly as 1601. Malone, one 
of the early commentators, became con- 
vines] that Shakespeare intended to minke 
the Bermudas the scene of his play, and 
this view has been accepted by many, 
Thomas Moore, who lived in Bernmda 
for a time, assumed it, and Kipling is an 
enthusiastic supporter of Malone's view 
and finds a beach in Bermuda where one 
of the 4venes might well have been ¢n- 
acter. 

The theory is that Shakespeare read 
Jourdan's bool aml accent of the storm 
and talked it over with Strachey, whom 
fre rst have known to TOTO, becatse 
they were close neighbors, and Shake- 
2penre wae wont to draw his knowledge 
from these whom he met in daily life. 

Reeemblanves to the circumstances de- 
tailed in Jourdan'’s and Strachey’s ac- 
counts of the storm and wreck of the 
Sea lenture are teaced in the iinet and 
scenes of the pilav.

The charter gave the tslands in fee to 
the Company. It provided for its orn 
zation im Landon, with a tooavernor and 
TWenty-TOuUr assistants, nanny the first 
Governor ond providing for the election 
aot his snecessar and the discharge of the 
business of the Company at qrarterly 
Crete reyes. 

It pave to the Company the tstands, 
with all fishing, mines and mineérale, 
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pearls, precious stones, and all and singu- 
lar other commodities, reserving only onc- 
hith of the gold and silver. It gave to 
the corporation power to make such laws 
ara ordinances as were not coritrary to 
the laws of England. 

It directed that with all convenient 

speed the islands be divided, that one- 
quarter of the land be reserved to the 
‘ompany for defraying public charges, 
so far as necessary, aml that the renain- 
ing profits of that one-fourth be allotted 
to each member according to his holdings, 
The residue, three-fourths of the islands, 
were to be divided imto eight parts, or 
tribes, containmg fiity shares of twenty- 
five acres cach, 
_ No one man was to own more than ten 
shares, unless the Company consented, 
and then not more thin fifteen. The 
people living in Bermuda were to have 
the ‘rights of Britsh subjects, but the 
Company was to have the full power to 
correct, punish, pardon, and govern and 
rule such subjects. Imports and exports 
were litnited to trade between Bermuda 
and the Mother Country. 


LITTLE CHANGE 1N (GOVERN MENT 
THROUGH TIE CENTURIES 


The first Governor sent ont to the 
colony was Daniel Tucker, gentleman. 
He had been an carly settler in Virginia 
and was a cousin of the ancestor of that 
well-known Virginta fumly. - 

The. Company gave him instructions 
upon which the government of the colony 
wos framed. Less than in any of the 
countries of Great Britain has that goy- 
emment been changed today. 

‘The officers of the cofony were to he 
Govermor, sheriff, and secretary, There 
were to be four mimsters, one to each 
two parishes, and land of giebes were to 
he set aside for cach of £1004 year value, 

The council of the colony was‘to be the 
Governor, the sheriff, the secretary, two 
of the ministers, two captains of the chict 
forts, and the frst af the overseers of the 
public land The Governor an whole 
council were to sit as judges at general 
cessions twice a vear, and would hear 
appeals from the Governor and a part of 
the council who sat and rendered judg- 
ments at the assteecs, 

The Governor was also required. to 
hold every second year a general assem 
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bly Tor the making of laws and orders for 
the particular tiecessities antl occasions of 
the talands and the inhabitants thereof, 
and for the ordering of other: important 
business, which were to be of no further 
effect when not confirmed by the Com- 
pany in Londen. 

In the assembly the Governor presided 
and hada veto, The council were to sit 
next him, and if they all agreed they 
might alse negative oction, Each tribe 
was to select for its representatives four 
able persons, These were ta have free 
voices in the assembly and “therein all 
things were to be established by plurality 


of voices, the foresaid negatives pre- 
served." . 
THE BERMUDA ASSEMODLY LASTED T20 
YEAS 


The first general assembly was held in 
1620 aml ancther in. bos, Only one 
tarlier legislative assembly wos held m 
Notth America, and that was in 1619, 
in Virginin. The Bermuda Assembly, as 
constituted mm the2, lasted for ‘abort 120 
years, and the unton of the Governor and 
the council in the seseign was regarded 
#8 50 important that one Christopher 
Parker, in thay, was prosecuted as-secli- 
tious for proposing to make an upper and 
lower house, 

Tn 67g the London Company made 
formal charges against the assembly be- 
cause the Governor and council sat sepu- 
rately. After that the Gavernor did not 
call an asaembly forten years. The ap- 
propriation by the Governor of ‘all legis- 

tive power for a decade resulted, aa did 
a sinniar course on the part of Charles I, 
ink the cutting off of the corpormte head. 
By aw proceeding. itt gia teorpitnfo the 
Company was ousted of its privileges: 
and the Bermudas became a colony of the 
Crown, with a continume assembly. 

In 1730 two. legisiative bodies were 
created, the Governor and coun! ani 
the assembly, lat the assembly continue 
to be made op of the four members from 
each of the eiht tribes and four from 
the comman land, or nimth parish, ard 
is a0 constituted today. 

There are two conneris today, the ex- 
ecutive and legislative counetls, with many 
of the same persons members in both. 
With these changes, the assembly which 
atts in Plamilton, Bernida, txlay is the 
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sane body which met in a parish church 
i St, George three hundred years ago. 

There is ny people | know in this hemi- 
sphere whe have shown the sane love of 
the past, the same adherence to the old- 
time traditions, as the members of this 
Lialhpatian tlomamn, which had its origi 
in the wreeking of the See Pentere under 
Sir George Sotmera, The same tribes 
exist under same names as prescribed in 
the charter of James [of 1015. 

The survey which fixed the division 
lines of those tribes was made by an able 
surveyur, Norwood, before 1620, He di- 
vided the island inte eight parishes, andl 
in one of the parishes there was an “over- 
plirs,” ia it was called, of nearly 360 aeres 
which Governor Tucker tone possession 
of and on which he built a house. ‘The 
historian suggests that this incient would 
have been called a job in moter divs. 

Inoie2, Norwood, the Surveyor, pre- 
pared a caretul map showing the shares 
and their ownership, which, as General 
Lefroy says, are preserved in a well 
drawn map atid constitute the Domesday 
Book of the istands. 

The parishes vary much in Sedeaapanye 
Some are small in mimber of people and 
are much over-represented in the as- 
See but the people, though often 

arged, will not remove the old landmarks. 

history of no other self-governing 
colony ean be so clearly traced as Ber- 
muda, and in the case of none other fs its 
intimate family history of its early days 
nile so familiar, For this we are indeliter| 
to the happy circumstance by which the 
records of the meetings of the Governor 
and council in the assixes of the general 
sessiims and of the general assembly, 
which had been for near a century mere 
bundles. of okt papers in the custody of 
the clerk of the council, were examined 
by General L. HH. Lefroy, Gavernor from 
tBy71 to 1877, and were by him compiled. 

( Teneral Lefroy supplemented these tec- 
ords with others front the Mother Coun 
try and arranged them all im chronolog- 
ical order, with helpful comment and pre- 
hininary digest. So suceesstul was he m 
his work that the staid Assembly of Ber- 
nitda assumed the heavy expense of 
publishing the two large volumes, 

(OF ecurse. the records are somewhat 
fragmentary, but they are sufficiently full 
to bring ane close to the lite of this land 


community, and te enable us te rete their 
customs, ther ambitions, ther quarrels, 
thett_retn on, therm faalings, ther vices, 
their mict ‘a af government, and their 
curiaus administration of justice. 

| have suid that the general assembly

COVEN ONCE COMDINED EXECETIVE, 
LEGISLATIVE, ANT) JUDICIAL DUTIES 


In the early days the Governor seemed 
to unite in his person legislative, execti- 
tive, and jrdicial duties, He presided 
over the assembly, took part in its delib- 
emitions, voted on mensures, and vetoed 
them, As Governor, he executed the 
laws amd tegulations he helped. to make. 
Under the English constitution, in the 
royal courts, the judges were appointed 
by the king and acted for him. 

The king might sit in the court with 
them, but im fact he never did. Tn Ber- 
muda the theory by which the courts were 

goin the name of the executive and 
for him wus realized in fact: so that, with 
his council, he administered justice. Sit- 
ting with a somewhat larger council in 
general session, he acted as a court of 
ert. 

Even after separate courts were estab- 
lished. the Governor and the council con- 
tinued to act asa court of equity and to 
he a supreme.court of error. 

Now properly touch of this has been 
abolished by the establishment of the 
Supreme Court, presided over by a Chiet 
Justice appointed by the Crown of Great 
Britain. This Chief Justice is a member 
of the legislative council, anc so in sepa- 
rate body acts in o legislative capacity as 
well. 

The Supreme Court exercises jurisdic- 
tion both at law ane equity, and there are 
in certam cases appeals to the jidicral 
committee of the privy couneil, 

I asked the Chief Justice in respect to 
this: appellate jurisdiction of the privy 
council, and he said that in his term of 
some years no appeal had ever been taken 
and perfected. And he could not remem- 
ber one in the istand history. 

In spite of the fact that the forms 
of government have been but dlightly 
changed in Bermuda, the spirip of con- 
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tention between the Ceovernor and coun- 
cil, on the one side, and the assembly, on 
the other, has greatly improved. 

4TUDY EX (POVULAR GIWERNMENT 

The power of the assembly, which in the 
beginning, a4 imdeed im the beginning of 
most popular; overtiments, is only @ peti- 
tioning and advisory body seeking action 
by the executive, whe draws all power to 
himself, xequired on independence and 
power in the making of laws and the ap- 
propriation. of the people's money which 


gives it really a very different character 


from what it had in the beginning; and 
these changes it is interesting to study in 
Bennuda, because they furnish a typical 
Hhistration of the growth of popular 
power through the assertion by the 
An lo-Saxon of his self-conecived Tights. 

he franchise in the island was not 
given to the residents, but only to the 
owners of shares into which the tribes 
and the commons were divided, so that 
the electorate was very much smaller than 
the mule residents. “Indeed. even Tow, 
as | recollect it, in a population of some 
20,000, there are not more than 1,250 
electors. 

Por a man to be an elector he must 
have property which is assessed as worth 
at lenst Oo pounds a Vear, and this re- 
quirernent was doubled from 30 pounds 
a year When slavery was abolished, m 
1834. In other words, we must ‘realize, 
in calling that of Bermuda a popular 
government, that Hf 1s a povernmient cf 
Tomded holders and oot of manhood 
electors; that this fact has had a marked 
effect upon certain conditions which now 
exist tn the ishinds, to which [ shall refer 
later, amd that it is retained as one of 
the strongest indications of the deeply 
conservative character of the Hermuda 
COmTManity, 

The history of the Colony of Bermuda 
from if2o, when the first assetnbly met, 
until 1684 or 1485, when the Company 
was ousted of its charter by quo warranto 
in the King's Bench in Etigland, is made 
up of the strugplea of the Company in 
Londen ta make as much ont of the 
colonists as possible; of the struggles of 
the colamists to remove the restrictions 
on trade with others thin the Company, 
imposed upon them by the proprietaries, 
and of the efforts of wovertors sett out 


siven ta the recoverers. 
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to the istinds to maintain order, enforce 
the rales of the Company, and defend 
their authority and exercise too-oiten 

arbitrary pow cr, 
In the beginning the per were 
tly misled as to the wealth of the 





islands and their resources, They counted 


on siistantial income from the finding of 
ambergris already described. It is the 

rare finding of this anywhere that gives 
it 80 great a value, and the Bermudas 
were no exception in this regarél. 

Another source of revenue to which 
the land Company looked was that 
which came to be made from wrecks 
upon the islands, The early history of 
the islands gave prond for mich ghoul- 
ish hope. Phe ‘ompariy, therefore, re- 
served to it forever the misety of all law- 
ful wrecks and the remaining motety was 
Tt the wreck 
was dtiven on to a man's property, then 
the recoverer and the owner were to 
share the morety, 

There is an amusing story of the 
wrecking of a vessel on the islands upon 
a Sunday. The news of it leaked into the 
congregation, situated near where the 
vessel seemed likely to strike and break. 

The minister, who heard the news, rose 


and implored his congregation not to 


leave during the service, but to wait until 


he concluded, when all might start even.

TOBACCO CHIEF PRODUCT OF EARLY DAYS 

The chief agricultural product of the 
colony, as indeed of Virginia, in early 
days was tobacco, and for a time the 
Company, by compelling a sale of it at a 
low price, Was-able to realize a seianiesrtiat 
handscine profit. 

But, as was natural, the colomsts, 
knowing that the tobacco which ther 
raised was:worth so much more than the 
price paid, were negligent it its. cultiva- 
tion and in its curing and packing, 

The communications of the Company 
are full of complaints on this seore. In 
the carly part of the 18th century the 
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prawing and curing of tobacco wis 
largely riven 1p, . 
lr imay be said forthe Company that it 


sumed very anxious that the colynists. 


should have religious instruction, andl that 
their children should have echucation, so 
far as their declarations can be credited ; 
lmt the grievances oF the colonists. in- 
claded frequent complaints that: they had 
not ministers of religion enough, and they 
wel this to meet the charges of the Con- 
pany as-to the prevalence of drunkenness, 
idleness, incantinence, and general im- 
moral tendencies. | 

There were vety few governors whose 
administration of the regular three years’ 
term or longer was not full of discussion 
and conflict of authority. Few governors 
went out of affiee against whom sone 
suits at law for abuse of authority and 
false imprisonment were pot brought as 
a reward of their administration. 

Th the days of the Company, the gov- 
ermors used questionable authority to 
punish the slightest infraction of what 
they regarded as proper toles of conduct, 

Governor Tucker, sitting as the head 
of the assizes and in the general session, 
did not hesitate to sentence © man and 
execute hin, for having mode a speech 
against him and his government. 

The controversies continied, but the 
people held tenaciously to their rights, 
and the recognition of the power of the 
assenibly grew mite and more apparent 
as the years wore on. The men aie-tonte 
peirt in these controversies were chiehly 
the deseendants-of those who had firuted 
in the same discussions since 120, 

The merchants, wholesale and retail, 
the fatmers, ard all the bustness nen to- 
day have still among them, as influential 
leaders, the descendants of those: who 
were prominent diring the thirty decades 
since Daniel Tucker assumed authority 
is Governor under the charter of James | 

Tt ts interesting and curious to note the 
minute supervision that the court of 
assize, sittin a< a kind of grind jury and 
court a5 well, exercised over the lives of 
the colonists. 

Tit the assize and session of 1618 we 
firtd n widow presented by name on susti- 
cion of incontinence; Wilham Pollard, 
gentleman, for that he doth mot forhear 
to nse himriself anreverently in the charch 
and, contrary to religion and the disci- 
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pline of the Church of England, hath re- 
fused or neglected to receive the Holy 
Communion; certain churchwardens for 
Hot providing. commtmon wine; a mar- 
Hed couple for not living together ac- 
cording to the ordimance of God : twoomen 
for playing unlawful games, and other 
suchlike disorders, 

These presentment, as General Lefroy 
says, Were no laughing matter, for thirty 
pane at the church door frequently fol- 
owedl. 


THE CLERGY AND THE GOVERNOR WEEE 
OFTEN AT OMG 


Same of the tinisters who were sent 
were gruluates of Cambridge and Oxford 
and were vested with considerable atthar- 
ity, and at times did not hesitate to differ 
with the Governor. 

The Governor did mot, on his part, hest- 
tate sometimes to imprison m, and 
when he left offs he wsitnlly found g 
suit for false imprisonment as one of his 
rewards. So common was this that the 
assembly passed an act in behalf af min- 
isters, providing that all of those sent 
home or imprisoned by the Governor 
Should be entitled to their pay in iaferin, 
unless justly procesded agaist, — 

One ‘of the great complaints which the 
colomists hind to make was of the neces 
sity for buving their supplies from the 
stork furnished by the Company, and ont 
of this the Company doubtless made sub- 
stantial profit. | 

The number of colonists had reached 
2,000 in 16a9, and although there were 
vatintions from time to time, there hos 
heen a gradual increase, until sow there 
are about 20,000 apa | 

A number of those whe owned shares 
in the Company came over to join them 
in the colony, and the English noblemen 
who were among the to proprietaries 
parted with their interests, 

From tine to time complaint wis made 
of the character of the colonists who were 
sent there, They were taken from. the 
jails and tridewells, and did riot adil to 
the morility or economic strenpth of the 
community, One very energetic Gover- 
nor named Butler procured a resolution 
protesting against “the averaged, lis- 
eased, amd impotent persons wha were be- 
ing sent over to ta, and so are to rest and 
reminin here as drones and borse-leaches,

The change from the Company's con- 
trol te the control of the Crown che tot 
felicve the Bermudian community of dis~ 
sensi and discussion between the griv- 
ernors and the assembly, | 

There were reflected in the life of the 

colomal community the political, religious, 
and social conflicts of the Mother Coun- 
try and the other colonies, 
The controversy between Charles [ and 
his parliament browrhe about a division 
in the islands, let aiter one or two yeurs 
the. prevailing government in England 
was fully recognized in the islands, So, 
ted, the fights between the Clarch of 
England and the Independents and the 
Presbyterians arose, religinus prrogect- 
tions and persecutions were imaiitrined 
and fought, and the Chaceh of England 
went out with Cromwell iand returned 
with Charles 1. 

The prosecutions for witchcraft had 
thei¢ vogue. There were 20 presentments 
and five were hanger), 

The Quakers sought the islancds, and 
were persecuted and made defense. They 
did not seem to have been as violent in 
their demonstrations and: in thetr iter- 
ference with public worship us else- 
where, aul fone were piven mare than 
mild- punishment, though some foreign 
Quakers were banished. 

Slaves were introduced mto the islands 
as early as 132, and slavery continued to 
be ancimpertant mstitution in the socnl 
and economic life of the rlands until its 
abolition, in 1834. For a time the in- 
dustry of the ishinds was agricultural, the 
cultivation of tohneco, tind slaves were an 
important ail a at. | 

The refusal of the Company to allow 
the use of the cedar trees-os timber for 
the construction of ships prevented mari- 
time prorsuits, In the 18th century, how- 
ever, as a result of a change to the direct 
government of the Crown, the restric 
tions on the use of lomber were removed, 
and for a considerable period the Hur- 
miudians abandoned agriculture ant cle 
voted themeelves most successfully to the 


ast 


carrying trade between the American 
colonies and the West Indies. 

In tha: time agriculture was confined 
to the negroes and became a despised 
pursuit. Because of this, from time to 
ime there wos: famine in the islands, 
which eoulil only be relieved by ‘illicit 
trade, contrary to law, with the Ameri- 
can colores, | 

It was during one of these periods of 
famine and suffering among the Ber- 
mudian colonists that the Revolutionary 
War broke out in the Unite! States. 
Washington was in desperate straits an 
account of a lack of powder, anda vessel 
from Blab ain went to Hermida and, 
with the connivance of the colonists, for 
it could not otherwise have been done, 
broke open the powder magazine and 
tool the entire supply aboard the ship 
and conveyed it to Philadelphia. 

This was during the incumbency of 
Governor Ginitere, whoo was oat sword’s 
mt with the assembly and the colonists. 
fe immediately and rightly charged that 
the achievement was doe to the treachery 
of the inhabitants. ;

The importance of Bermuda to the 

Mother Coimtry has been as a British 
fortress. amd naval station, Protected 
btn attack by the outlying reefs, and 
with its stritegic advantage in respect of 
the West [ndtes; Great Rrtai Angas 
a great deal of motey in the past in-estab- 
lishing a naval station, in fortifyvine the 
port, and in building quarters fer an 
army garrison, Durmg this period of 
preparation there were sent to the islands, 
Gone long-term convicts to work apon 
the docks and the nayal station and to 
biuld roads: through the iskinds. The 
evidences. of this work of engineering 
cS meet the visitor on every 
Sie. 
_ Bermuda was at one time dorisidered as 
formidable as Gibraltar; but what the 
result of naval long-range artillery would 
be in atLatiael: upon the ishinds Tam not 
military expert enough to judge, Certnin 
it a now that the importance of the 
islands a3 a military garrison is not made 
appirent. There are but few troops there 
and still fewer shine, 

Tt is gratifying to know that here, as 
tlsewhere, Great Hritain refuses to con- 
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sider the possibility of conflict with the 
United States; and while she continues 
to somd some of her best soldiers ae 
sailors, the one to be governors and the 
other to be admirals, in charge at these 
headquarters of the North American sta- 
tion, It is perfectly evident that the prox- 


imity of Bermuda to the United States: 


has little or no hearing on British policy 
in this colony. 

The fact, however, that Great Britain 
did spend oa preat deal of money mm pre- 
paring Bermuda as a fortress-had marked 
Influence upcn the economica! fortunes 
of the istaneds. ori has enabled the tsland- 
ers to secure a system of beautiful roads 
and extensive public works impuissible 
otherwise. 

When the trade between the United 
States anil the Wrest Indies became free, 
some litthe time after the War of 1812, 
the BKermudian marmers could not meet 
the Pag arias of our sailing ships and 
those of the Alother Comptry, and the 
isands were driven again to agnenlture. 


THE REAL WEALTH OF NERMUDA—EAELY 
VEGRTADLIES: 

Linder a British general, who wis Gov- 
ernor, General Reid, in 1840, gpeat prog- 
rese was thade m developing what is the 
real wealth of the islinds, their adapta- 
liktty to the raising for the markets of the 
United States early vegetables. The Ber- 
muda potato and the Berniuda onion 
have attained a just reputation for excel- 
lence in these markets, where a high price 
can be obtained for them as one cf the 
luxuries of the table. 

The effect of the abolition of slavery 
Was net so marked in the islands as with 
us. It was a peacetol chonge, and while 
every family in the islands had slaves, 
they wete rather domestic servants; few 
in number for each family, and not large 
groups, as with us, engaged on large plan- 
tations; and, while same years before 
Rermuda haa owners manifested great 
opposition to the anti-slavery muavement, 
on the whole they were quite Well satisfied 
to have the change made, accompanied, 
as it was, by the payment to them in 
round numbers of S600,0n0 for the six 
thousand shves whom they held: 

While the svatem of education in the 
islands is lacking much in thoroughness 
and should be greatly improved, there

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are enough schools to give to all of the 
negroes who seem to have a desire for 
eihication primary wstruction: 

With thirty years’ start upon our own 
negroes in the matter of freedom, and 
Without the bitterness created by a war 
whose cause was slavery, the Bermuda 
negroes have on. the whole made more 
progress than our own colored people and 
seem more contented, though not more 
progressive,

The payments of these visitors, to- 
gether with the value of the exports of 
carly vegetables, are the sources of the 
imcome of the islands, Their revenues 
for the maintenance of the government 
they derive from an ad gatlorem duty of 
It percent.

The land-owners pay no general tax on 
their land or property, No tan is corn 
pelled to pay an in¢eme tax, for the in- 
come tax levied by Great Britain does not 
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apply to British subjects beyond the 
British Isles, ‘There are some small parish 
dues which the land-owners puly’, bot they 
are insignificant, Nowhere im the work, 
L venture to think, are the taxes Dghter 
than in the tslands. | 

 Dnder these circumstances, with the 
govertiment 15 it is und the control where 
it is, we are not likely to see x change. 

The people one meets there as a yisitor 
are agreeable Indies and gentlemen, of 
cultivation and refinement.

Mark Twain sat! that, 
after thinking over what it reminded him

The roads are not wide enough and the 
curves are too sudden for autemotiles.

When a shoal of smaller fish is: locuted 
near the shore, the Iarger fishes encircle 
the shoal, herding it to ancalmoast compact 
mass, Gcrasionally darting mito it fun) get- 
tmyr a treuthinl, Sometimes they clo not 
strike the shoal, hut. continue driving it 
as bait until somewhat larger. fishes. at- 
tack it. The reat fish then preceed te 
feed upen these which have been lnred 
by the original prev.

To 
the quiet observer of “their habits, they 
appear to be duly appreciative ot the fact 
that they are-admired, for they seem to be 
forever cleaning and: preening theniselves 
in the sands (Color Plate \"). 

The peculiar, moon-like contour af the 
hocdies of these fish is mainly responsible 
for their name. They are, literally the 
“high-brows” of the fish tribe, their high 
foreheads giving them what passes far 
the appearance of intellectimlitv. When 
seen at close ma the iridescence ot 
their silvery bodies is more beautiful 
than mother-of-pearl, which the sides of 
the fish se closely resemble. They plisten 
in the sunlight like the sun fash from a 
mitror. As a food-fish they are equally 
as good as the pompang, which is high 
prise inceedd. 

Tratts which turk Tan annuals, with 
which man ta more familiar than he is 
with the seaqiwellers, can Ie traced inthe 
turbulent life ander water. Killer-whales 
travel in packs like wolves and stalk their 
prey inumuch the same way.

The barragids isa carmivorous pirate 
from the tropical and subtropical regions 
andl has been recorded 23 reaching a 
letieth of oight feet, It is amaztngly 
swiit in action, atc strikes its prey with.

the sea, big or sinall, fast or slaw. While 
cruising, 11s movyerterits are “slow. arte 
sluggish, and its habit of frequently Iud- 
ing under some floating lag or pinnacle 
of rock reminds ane of a U-boat lurking 
in the ocean tanes: but ready te strike 
diver the prasserliy: (Color Plate 1).

lent could find no reason for it, other 
than that the flesh had protually betes kepit 
until it became tainted and ptomaine 
poisoning was the pesult, A number of 
barracnla were caught, cooked, amd! eaten 
in order to demonstrate to the natives 
that the fish, if properly Reet andl pre- 
nared, is a wholesome fish at all season. 
As a result, in many places the minds of 
the natives have been disalweed in regard 
to the edibility of the barracucds, 

This misconception im regard to the 
barracuda is typical, Those who handle 
fish daily, even the old-time fisherman 
who carn atany time lead one directly to 
the habitat of those fishes peculiar to the 
waters ih which he operates, dors not 
fully understand the food values of the 
creatures with which he deals.

the species reach a length of eight to ten 
feet and weigh, ot tines, as much as foo 
pounds. 

The black grouper, which grows to he 
one Of thee largest of the family, is ex- 
tremely wary and is.one of the moat diih- 
cult of fishes 16 lvl. When one is still- 
lishing. this species wall sometimes ecr- 

circle the bait for hours before deciding 
to take it. 

One would imagine thar the fish looks 
its surroundings over very carefully be- 
fore venturing to take the dais: laut, 
when apparently satisfied that it shoul:

HOW OVERSEAS TRADE DEVELOPED 


A hasty sketch of the high points in the 
histery of world trade proves how much 
onr map and its peculiarities Imve mili 
enced all buying and selling. 

It was the geopraphic pioneering of 
bald Latin sea-rovers im the fifteenth cen- 
tury that gave Evrope its first adventitre 
in ocean commerce, Up to that time, 
trade between mations had been carried 
on by carayans.or mere coast boats. Even 
to this day it ia possible to trace some of 
the old overland “silk ravtes” from China 
ta Syria, to Poland, and to the Rhine; 
they always began in one great political 
center and ended in another, 

In those days, tw), sea-traders with 
carencs from the Levant began to feel 
their way across the Mediterrancan, while 
Chinese junks even ventured around to 
India and up the Tigris. Incidentally, it 
was this timid venturing along coast 
rontes that maintained the commercial 
supremacy of Italy fram Roman times 
till the Renaissance, Italy's bootlike pe- 
ninsula making of her a great mole: or 
pier extending down into the Mediter- 
Tinean. 

Because of the warlike Turks and their 
depredations on the caravans that fol- 
lowed the averiand trail of Marco Poln, 
Europe beesme more and more anxious 
for-a-sea route to the legendary riches of 
India. And. finally, thanks to doughty 
old Vaseo da Gama, one of the boldest 
geographers of his duy, the staunch wind- 
jammers of Lisbon reached the west 
coast of India, Six years previously, the 
greatest of Italian navigators had put tp 
sea fiving the fag of Spain and found a 
New Work _ | 

Thus these daring sailors mot only pute 
hew Continents on the niap, te the con- 
sternution of the geographers of that day, 
but they brought on the greatest political 


and econcinie ctisis that the world had 


ever: known. 

For two eentinies Europe was shaken 
nea result of these voyages, and the cen- 
ters of power shifted from the Mediter-

raneatt to the Atlantic coust—that is, 
from Verice and Genoa to Spain and 
Portugal: then to Franee, to Holland, and 
finally to Enptarsd. 

When bigger ships came mto use, and 
when the importation of gold, diamonds, 
slaves, silks, and spices was followed hy 
the import of more bulky raw materials, 
which were in turn exported in the form 
of manufactured goods, England crowded 
ahead, Her splendid geographical puosi- 
tion, her harbors, hier ‘coal and iron mines, 
enabled her to gain the mastery of the
